Tlio tido of 
emigration from 
tbe 
old 


world still seta strongly towards our shores. 
Thfl growth of emigration is simply mar- 
velous. Tho correspondent of the Boslon 
Sunday Herald, who has collected 
some- 


interesting facta and incidents for publica- 
tion, says that at Now York last year there 
were 320,n8'J errirala registdfed »t (Jadtlu 
Garden. This is tiie largest number that 
has ever come in a single year since tbe ea- 
tabliahmout of the commission, except once. 
That occurred in 1817. 
Thfl increase over 


the year previous was iSfi.Ull, and tho 
commis.siouern feal justified in expressing 
the conviction that, between the opening 
and the closing of the present 12 mouths, 
there \vi!i be a still larger growth in tho 
total emigration. lu January there were 
2000 more lauded than during tho corres- 
ponding mouth of last year, and iu February 
there was an advance of nearly 1800 souls. 
The immigration of 1881 wilt reach, accord- 
ing to present calculation*, 400,000 souls. 
Out of last year's total the Germans num. 
bored 101,000, Irish (;<;,000, Euglish 82,000, 
Scandinavian countries ;10,00(), while the 
balance was divided between other nations 
all over tbe world. 
The Germans and Irian 


usually bring largo families 
with them. 


One specimen of tho latter race was accom- 
panied the other dny by a wife and 10 
children, flo had received an invitation 
from a friend iu Tarrylown to go and visit 
him whenever ho cstme to this country. 
And go he did, family and all. 
The result 


was that his family was oaten out of bouse 
and home inside a week, and the alien w«s 
obliged lo transport his small community 
back to Uastle Giiidsu. 
When questioned 


by tho commissioners, be said he had been 
married 15 years in Ireland, and had in- 
dustriously cultivated ti little piece of laud 
of about !!"> acres, 


"I raised tbim tin children on it," ho ex- 


plained, "an1 it was luigbt land at that."

Now. hnwfiVfir. Llioy. Inn. fibnro tliQ Western 
fever, aud seem to bo bent upon following 
agricultural purtmita 
almost 
exclusively. 


This is no doubt duo tu the laud troubles 
on the other nido morn Ih&u to any othrr 
cause, for the people vrho possess farming 
privileges at home aro tbe last lo leave. The 
enrly people we,drew from Ireland were the 
overflow of tho bit; cities : now we are 
beginning to hear from tlio buck country.

Ho says fbat there is a great scarcity of 
furm laborers at home, nnd that it in the 
wildest injustice to allow people to come 
hero on long chances whon they can actual- 
ly do far boiler whero they aro. 
Among the 


Sclav immigrants wbo woro in tho Garden 
at Iho very time ho called, bo found one of 
his old coachmen, now reduced lo poverty. 


Tho number of peoplo who land liuro 


without (ho remotest idea of whero they 
arc going is simply stupendous. 
Many of 


thorn think it is only necessary to go a /ow 
miles out of Now York city to find public 
land placed at their disposal, and they aro 
often extremely indignant when it dawns 
upon thorn that they havo to travol almost 
nH far again nu Ihoy havo already come.

anodyne or on iuvigorntor. Half the attrac- 
tion of quack medicines comea from their 
mystery, and if this was removed, some of 
them would bo ehuoned, nnd tho greater 
part would at least bo used more cautiously. 
Nothing can entirely prevent tho people 
from being preyed upon nutil they become 
wise, but tbe law may interfere against tho 
grosser and more dangerous forma of decoit.
